MISSIONARIES IN THE FAR EAST. 


Two remarkable religious gatherings have 
taken place in China and Japan, which afford- 
ed opportunities for the expression of Chinese 
and Japanese opinion on missionaries and their 
work. Shanghai has been the centre of a re- 
markable Centenary Conference, whilst at 
Tokio the seventh conference of the World's 
Student Christian Federation has also attract- 
ed much attention. 

Nearly 1000 missionaries and visitors were 
present at the former gathering, which lasted 
two weeks, and decided to recommend the 
formation ofa Federal Union under the title 
of the Christian Federation of China, with the 
ultimate object of securing a united Christian: 
Church in China. His Excellency Taotai Tong, 
who attended the conference as the accredited 
representative of the Imperial Government, in 
a written speech, obviously sanctioned, says the 
“Tribune” correspondent, by his superiors, 
asserted that the general tendency of mankind 
was towards good rather than evil. Difference 
in ideas, he urged, should not, even in religious 
matters, exclude charity and toleration. To the 
Chinese, as well as to the non-partisan foreigner, 
the outstanding fact i in connection with mission- 
ary effort was the ‘too great dependence on the 
arm of flesh rather than on the arm of the Lor. 
To suffer injustice uncomplainingly was more 
Christian than to exact treaty‘rights; to suffer 
injury than toclaim pecuniary indemnity ; to 
pardon the offender than demand chastisement. 
Until convincing evidence given the Chinese 
people that methods pursued in the past wonld 
not obtain again, an overwhelming negative 
influence must be felt on missionary efforts. 
Other features militating against the achieve- 
ment of missionary ideals were, he said, the 
lack of social intercourse between Chinese 
and foreigners, and the assumption of supprior- 
ity by the latter. Again, missionaries were 
often deficient in knowledge of Chinese classics. 

Over six hundred delegates, representing 
organisations in ‘twenty-five countries, assem- 
bled at the Tokyo gathering, the first of its 
kind to be held in Japan. The delegates receiv- 
ed many messages of greeting from officials of 
high station. The meetings were thronged by 
ten thousand students, mainly Japanese and 
Chinese. A Buddhist Conference was smn- 
moned in the same city at the same time ; 
but the New York “Outlook” notes that reso- 
Intions expressing its “profound respect’ to 
the gathering of Christians were passed, anu 
a deputation to convey these resolutions was 
chosen. Similarly, a Conference of Shinto 
priests sent a letter to the Christian Conference 
expressing their sense of the honour which the 
Federation had shown to Japan by convening 
in Tokyo. The Press of Japan was emphatic in 
its expression of goodwill. 

The “Kobe Herald,” a newspaper printed in 
English but edited by Japanese, has this to 
say :—‘The fact is, we believe, that both the 
authorities of Tokio and the nation at large 
are coming mofé and more to recognise the 
need of encouraging the spread of spiritoal 
and ethical influences to act as steadying and 
inspiring forces in the transition from the 
old ideas to the new through which Japan is 
passing, and this more particularly among 
the rising generation, to. which the Student 
Christian Federation especially appeals. ‘ 
The very fact that Japan is so ready to welcome 
with pleasure and friendship a great Christian 
organisation and to encourage its work among 
the youth of the land is in itself the strongest 
of proofs that the Christian missions in this 
country have in general performed their tasks 
in a wise, tactfal, and beneficent manner.”

THE CASSA DI SCONTO. 


The evaluation of the assets of the Cassa 
now being made by some connoisseurs from 
the four local banks, Anglo-Egyptian, Imperial 
Ottoman, Deutsche-Orient and Comptoir Na- 
tionale d’Escompte, will be ready, it is hoped, 
by to-morrow night. Up to now about £1,100,000 
worth of assets have been valued and the 
“déchats” come to about thirteen per cent. On 
these “deéchats” it is quite possible that a 
certain percentage may be eventually collected. 

Harari Pasha is not representing Sir Ernest 
Cassel in the investigation now proceeding 
into the position of the Cassa at Alexandria: 
The role of Sir Ernest Cassel in the whole 
matter is quite unofficial, and the interest he 
has manifested in the situation is solely 
inspired by his connection with Egyptian 
affairs generally. 


A STRANGE PANACEA. 


Our excellent contemporary “La Réforme,” 
in its issue of Wednesday under the heading 
of “La Banque d’Etat et les Biens Libres” 
propounds as a solation for the present, and as 
a panacea against a future monetary crisis, a 
scheme so chimerieal in conception, sg utterly 
ansound financially and so dangerous to the 
eredit. of the country if it were ever seriously 
entertained, that we may be thankful that in 
their financial advisers the Government possess 
men of ripe experience and sound judgment. 
We must confess to a feeling of disappoint- 
ment when we find so important an organ of 
pablic instruction ax our esteemed confrére 
thoroughly misreading the lessons of the crisis 
now happily passing away - and we must warn 
onr readers of the danger in listening to such 
crude proposals. 

Onr contemporary starts with the debatable 
premise that Egypt possesses insufficient gold 
for the enterprises which she has undertaken 
for some years past ; and he then quotes Mr. 
Alfred Nevmareh’s plea for larger gold reserves 
in France as a justification for demanding 
more gold tor Egypt. Although we do not see 
the parallel between the two countries in the 
matter we think it well to reply that) Mr. 
Neymareh’s objection to the free flow of capital 
in the form of gold) from Franee, is that the 
value of rents and home stocks have become 
depreciated however, he fails to show any 
dimination in the income of holders of stock. 
We contend that yold must be unfettered and 
allow to circulate freely. Contine it’ and it 
will either burst its barriers or it will stagnate 
and create financial malaria ; its flow can no 
more be impeded by ill-considered legislation 
than the waves of the Atlantic by the broom 
of Mrs. Partington. Space forbids us to do 
more than refer to the great Secretan collapse 
in Paris many years ago inutter refutation of 
Mr. Neymareh’s theories of hoarding gold. 

Anyhow, we fail to understand our contem- 
porary’s complaint that the amount of specie 
imported for some years past has been insufh- 
cient for the enterprise of the country. We 
hold on the contrary that it has been more 
than sufficient and that speculators have been 
attempting to pourthe proverbial gallon into 
the proverbial halfallon measure with the 
invariable result. ‘Phe crisis of the last few 
weeks has not arisen from searcity of gold but 
trom want of confidence. Destroy confidence or 
credit at any time and the resnit will be that 
value in tixed investments will become depre- 
ciated and the value of gold will appreciate 
Aenormonsly in purchasing power. Restore 
confidence and the operation will be reversed. 
s Now the cnstoms returns prove that the 
imports of yold during the past three years 
have enormuonsly exceeded the exports, a 
clear indication of a large addition to the 
stock of yellow metal in the country. But when 
the question is asked “Where has the sarplus 
gone 1’ we are gravely told that it has been 
ielbed ivirn for ornaments for native women 
or buried uncer ground 

Allowing that some considerable percentage 
has been thus absorbed, we incline to the 
belief thatalarge amount reviains in the vaults 
of the banks, where it has always been. While 
speculation flourished, the bankers advanced 
to their customers but when the depression 
came, the position changed ; the banks called 
in their advances, and the gold was no longer 
at the disposal of their customers. ‘That 
many unfortanate people have been rained 
does not admit of doubt; in’ their simplicity 
they leaned ot the support of the banks 
which has piereed them to the quick. 

We pass over the proposal of our contempor- 
ary that the Government shall on the seenrity 
of public lands authorise the National Bank 
of Egypt Ltd, te make a further emis- 
sion of notes for the requirements of the 
country. Article No, 5 ef the Statutes of the 
National Bank stipulates for a cash reserve 
of one half and one half securities taken at 
par against the notes issued, and this article 
jt is suggested to repeal or amend. 

We venture to assert that a more dangerous 
and inischievous proposition could not possibly 
be suggested. The sanctity of the issne depart- 
ment of the National Bank of Egypt mast be 
presery ed inviolable. The natives of the country 
are gradually being educated to the issue of 
bank notes and no greater disaster could be- 
tall Egypt than anything calenlated in the 
slightest manner to even threaten their 
credit, 

Our contemporary asks whether it is prudent 
to leave the financing of the coming cotton 
crop to the moment when it will arrive at 
market. Decidedly not; but we imagine that 
this matter may be safely Jeft in the hands of 
those representative firms who have hitherto 
managed the shipment of the crop, 

In conclusion our contemporniy ask of its 
suggestion. “Is’it posible?’ Our reply is an 


adviser to HH. the Khedive. 
A DRASTIC REMEDY. 


“Al Lewa” makes a really remarkable pro- 
posal—the liquidation of every new company 
that has vot effected anything. Our National- 
ist contemporary remarks :—

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PORT SAID. 


TRADE DURING PAST YEAR 


The report of Mr, Cameron, H.B.M.’s Consul 
General at Port }Said, on the trade and 
commerce of that port during 1906, has just 
been issued by the Foreign Office, from. which 
wo extract the following :— 


Import dues. 

Import duties have been reduced from 8 to 
4 per cent. ad valorem on coal, liquid fuel, 
characol, timber, petroleum, cattle, sheep and 
and goats, and on frozen meat. 


Coal, 

The coal imports in 1906 amounted to 
1,355,718 tons, or some 87,000 tons more than 
in 1905. Of this some 1,241,000 tons were 
supplied to ships in transit, and about 
114,000 tons were taken inland :— 

Of the 114,000 tons sent inland, about half 
was dvst and small coal, and half North 
Country large coal, It was chiefly carried by 
sailing barges either to Isinailia or to Damietta. 
Only about 10,000 tons went by rail, as it was 
necessary to transport it from the quay to the 
station ; but now that sidings have been made 
from the main line to the quays, it will be 
interesting to note the development of the 
traasport of coal into the interior by rail. 


Exports. ; 

The total exports from Port Said have fallen 
from 401,060 LE. in 1905 to 290,766 L.E. in 
1906, owing principally to the decrease in the 
export of cigarettes to Germany which has 
hitherto been the chief customer and distri- 
buting centre for the Continent. 


Cigarettes. 

Out of « total export. trade in cigarettes 
from Egypt of 590 metrie tons, valued at 
465,963 I.E., Port Said exported 260 tons, 
valued at 208,122 ILE. Alexandria exported 
291 tons (232,855 LB.) and Suez 39 tons 
(24,856 L.E.). 

Of the 260 tons from Port Said, 50 tons 
went to the United Kingdom, 64 tons to india 
and 112 tons to Germany for distribution on 
the Continent, 

The total value of frozen meat brought to 
this harbour from Australia and New Zealand, 
for transit or import, 742. in 1906 as 
compared with 31,000/ in 1905 and 19,0004. 
in 1904 Until recently the meat was supplied 
alinost entirely for the use of ships in transit, 
but a very promising trade has sprung up with 
the interior, and will most probably increase 
in importance owing to the fluctuating supply 
of live-stock from Syria 
Motor launches. 

Motor launches are coming more and more 
into use at this port, both the Canal Company 
and the Egyptian authorities, as well as the 
various shipping agents, employing them for 
communicating with ships inthe harbour and 
Canal. 


Clothing. 

The demand for articles of clothing has 
shown a marked increase during the past year’ 
Ready-inadg snits of drill, cotton or cloth, 
overcoats, coloured shirts, collars, ties, hats, 
and boots and shoes appear tobe in demand 
among the native and Levantine population. 
Only the cheapest class of article has any large 
sale, there being but «a small demand for 
superior goods, 

Athietic outfits. 

Althongh various kinds of athletic sports, 
such as tennis, cricket, hockey and football, 
are indulged in at Port Said, none of the 
requisites are obtainable in the town. There 
should be a certain demand for such articles, 
and athletic outfitters might do well to enter 
into communication with snitable firms here 
for the sale of their goods, 


Progress and development of Port Said. 

During the past year considerable progress 
has been made in the harbour works mentioned 
in my last report. An extensive basin is being 
dredged on the eastern side of the Canal for the 
use of colliers and petroleum ships. When this 
is ready the Abbas basin (on the western side 
now occapied by the colliers) will be available 
for ships to load or discharge general cargo 
from or to the interior of Egypt. At the same 
time the Cherif basin on the western side is 
being more than dovbled in size and deepened 
to 30 feet, and in addition to the bonded 
warehouses already completed wharves with 
railway sidings are being constructed. 

The Suez Canal Company's workshops will 
be removed to the eastern side of the harbour, 
where a new village will be established for 
workmen, and the tract of Jand at present oc- 
copied by the workshops will be dredged away 
and deepened, making a new large basin of the 
arsenal with wharves reaching wp to the rail- 
way station. 

The Menzaleh Canal and Navigation Com- 
panis have dredged a deep and wide channel 
across the shallow water of the lake; and 
established a daily service of ferry boats 
between Port Said (Karpooti) and Matarieh, 
the eastern point of the fertile province of 
Mansouran (Dakahlieh). The voyage takes 
about three honrs, and, in co-operation which 
the light railway of the Sociéts Anonyme 
des Chemins de Fer de la Basse Egypte, this 
route across the lake ought to prove of the 
greatest value in connecting Port Said with 
the north of the Delta, It is proposed to 
continue this channel as far as PortSaid 
station and ultimately to connect it witha 
lock into the imaritime canal, the. present 
aweet water canal passing under the channel 
by means of a syphon. Another channel has 
been dredged, connecting Matarieh with Da- 
inietta. 


Dithensions of Suez Canal, 
The navigable dimensions of the Suez Canal 
are now practically double what they were 20 


was 50,5 


years ago, the Oe of the veical profile } 
having. been increased from 320° to 580 square | © 
metres in the ordinary channel and to 740 
square metres in the numerous gares or cross- 
ing places, the dredging being..so carried out 
as to exceed the limita originally agreed upon. 

From 1898 to 1904, owing to the increasing 
size of ships, larger gares were begun, some 20 
in number, at intervals of 3 miles, each gare 
having an effective length of 820 yards with 
approaches of 828 yards at either end. At each 
gare the bottom width of the Canal is 50 yards, 
the width at the water-level over 100 yards, 
the depth of the gare itself being 31 feet. 

Taking the Canal as a whole, its width on 
the water-level in the northern half is from 
100 to 120 yards, ond in the southern half 
from 80 to 100 yards. 


Draught. 


In 1902 the maximum draught was raised 
from 25 feet 7 inches to 26 feet 3 inches (8 
metres). On January 1, 1906, the maximam 
was raised to 27 feet (8 metres 23 centims). 


Canal Dues. 


The original tariff for laden ships was 10 fr. 
per ton in 1869, 

This was raised to 13 fr. in 1874, but was 
lowered 4 fr. per year from 1877 to 9 fr. in 
1893, and to 84 fr. in 1903. On January 1, 
1906, the tariff was reduced to7 fr. 75 ¢.. 
For ships in ballast the tariff has always been 
2 fr. 50 c. less, The 10 fr. rate for passengers 
has never been changed. 


Lighthouse duos. 


From January 1, 1906, the lighthouse dues 
in the Red Sea have been reduced from 14 to 
10 millims. per ton for ships under 800 tons, 
and from 7 to 5 millims. for ships over that 
tonnage. 


Suez Canal traffic and navigation, 


3,975 vessels of a net tounage of 13,445,504 
tons passed through the Canal in 1906 as 
comaared with 4,116 vessels ot 18,134,105 
tons in 1905, showing a decrease of 41 vessels 
but an increase of 311,399 tons. Of these 
3,975 vessels 2,948 were merchant vessels 
(including $3 in ballast), 888 were mail 
steamers and 139 — and Government 
transports. 

The transit receipts were 108,161,896 fr, as 
against 113,866,797 fr. in 1905, a decrease of 
704,901 fr. owing to the tariff having been 
reddeeil on January 1, 1906, to 7 fr. 75 ¢. per 
ton from the previous rate of & fr. 50 ¢, 


Mean net tonnage. 


The mean net tonnage has risen from 1,000 
tons in 1871 (when the Canal was a narrow 
“ditch”, to 1,500 tons in 1880, to 2,000 tons 
in 1890, to 2,800 tons in 1900, to 3,190 tons 
in 1905 and to 3,382 tons in 1906. 


Duration of transit. 


The mean duration remains about the same, 
namely, 18 hours forall vessels, but the gen- 
eral effective rate for mail steamers is 15 
hours. The length of the Canal is 160 kiloms. 
(100 miles), and the ordinary rate of speed is 
10 kiloms, (6} miles) per hour. The use of the 
electric light is practically universal, amount- 
ing to 97 per cent,

British shipping. 


Ont. of the total of 3,975 vessels 2,338 were 
British, a decrease of 141 vessels as compared 
with 1905, British net tonnage was 8,299,931 
tons, a decrease of 57,000 tons as compared 
with 1905. ‘The British percentage of that 
number of vessels is 58.7 and of the tonnage 
61.7. 

These figures apply only to the general 
total, but if we consider only merchant vessels, 
the British percentages are 71.3. in number of 
vessels and 74.7 in the net tonnage. 

During the last few years the German per- 
centage in number of ships has risen from 13 
to 14.8 and in tonnage from 15 to 16. 

France, the Netherlands, Austria-Hungary, 
Italy and Norway combined furnish a total of 
18.8 per cent. of the vessels and 16.1 percent. 
of the tonnage. 


Repatriation of Russian troops. 


After the ratification of the treaty of peace 
between Russia and Japan, nine Russian ships 
of war returned home, and large contracts were 
made for the repatriation of troops from 
Viadivostock. By the end of May 114,000 
troops passed through the Canal in 62 trans. 
ports, of which 28 were British ships and 11 
were German. The total number of Russian 
troops thns repatriated during 1906 amounted 
to 127,000 officers and men. Sometimes as 
many aa three large transports were in Port 
Said harbour together, with 6,000 men on 
board but no unpleasant incident or case of 
misconduct occurred. The suecess of the en- 
tire series of transits reflects the greatest 
credit onthe Canal administration and pilot- 
age, as well as on the Egyptian local author. 
ities and harbour police. Reference is here 
made to this subject in order’ to show how 
thoronghly well the Suez Canal is policed 
and administered .by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment and the Canal Company. No accident, 
such as the stranding or collision of a belli- 
gerent vessel, is to be recorded jin the last 
nine years, during the Spanish-American 
war, the Boer war, or the Russian-Japanese 
war.

THE HAGUE CONFERENCE. 


CONTRABAND AT SEA. 


Tue Hacux, Jane 27. 
The British delegates have submitted to the 
Conference a proposal to abolish contraband at 


sea. The right of visit should be then merely 


exercised to establish the neutral character of 
merchant ships. The restriction imposed by 
blockades would still continue, also the pro- 
hibition of the sale of actual potential warships 
to belligerents. The British proposal regarding 
a prize court embraces an international per- 
manent court which would hear appeals where 
the interests of neutrals would be affected. The 
German “proposal is more complicated and 
provides for the formation of a special court 
after the outbreak of hostilities. France has 
proposed that hostilities must be preceded by 
a declaration war or an ultimatum with a 
conditional declaration. 

The British contraband proposal is mainty 
due to the danger of enforcing the right of 
search, to the difficulty of definng contraband, 
and to the facilities which Continental powers 
possess for importing contraband over-land.

A SECRET HISTORY. 


Mr. Wilfrid Blant’s Secret History of the 
English Occupation of Egypt has too close a 
bearing on politics to be reviewed at length. 
That the author is playing with fire he knows, 
as may be seen by his frank admissions, such 
as the following -— 

“I cannot wholly regret the course I took. I 
made, of course, many mistakes, and I feel 
that | am in considerable measure responsible 
for the determination the Nationalists came to 
to risk their country’s fortune on the die of 
battle.” 

A certain ondue violence and rashness of 
statement is one of the “mistakes”; but the 
anthor is’ to be commended for the honesty 
which causes him to leave the dangerous pas 
sages for the judgment of the public. Among 
those is one on p. 497, which shows that Mr. 
Blunt—we hope only “in half-earnest”—agreed 
with a Nationalist leader that it would have 
been better “that we should cut off the Khe- 
dive's head.” The Look seems to have been 
written some little time ago, and revised 
only here and there within the last few 
months. There is an allusion to the retire- 
ment of: Lord Cromer, bat, on the other 
hand,. “Sir Thomas Sanderson” still appears 
as being “now head of the Foreign Office.” 
The important point, however, is that if we 
are to have soch a volume, it is right that 
we should have the exact trath asit appears 
to Mr. Blunt. On the other hand, it is, we 
should think, impossible that he should have 
received the permission of Sir Charles Rivers 
Wilson, Sir Edward Hamilton, and other 
distinguished officials, whose letters are given 
at full length, to publish their accounts of 
all that was passing when they were in 
the public service ; and the printing of 
such letters, during the life ofall concerned, 
Without permission, is a practice almost 
unknown in England though common. upon 
the Continent. The letters of Sir Edward 
Hamilton were written by him for Glad- 
stone while he was private secretary to the 
Prime Minister, and are obviously in many 
cases of an official nature. The references to 
conversations in Downing Street with at least 
two of the Prime Minister's secretaries are 
even more indiscreet, if possible,than the print- 
ing of the letters. One secretary, for example, 
assures the anthor “that my interterence with 
Malet’s diplomacy was inno way resented by 
his chief.” Sir Edward Malet is. still living, 
and such publication is calenlated to make 
the courtesies of official life impossible. Ano- 
ther ambassador who is still serving this 


country in a great capital ix also quoted 
«8 the authority for highly confidential state- 
ments. Mr. Wilfrid Blunt is so frank in his 
account of the Nationalist movement that he 
proves the ease of the Government, against 
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which he was acting in becoming the London 
adviser of those against whom this country was 
carrying on operations. Thus, for example, he 
establishes a real case for the bombardement 
of the forts at Alexandria. There were many 
who were still doubtful as to the accuracy of 
Admiral Sir Beauchamp Seymour's statements. 
Everything has been put into the volume, and 
we find for the first time a basis for the French 
charge that Tel-el-Kebir was won by “the 
cavalry of St. George,” i.e, by British gold- 
pieces, It amounts to little, but it is there, and 
the story put into the mouths of the Egyptian 
princes is worth some inquiry, It is stated that 
money was paid in pieces bearing the St. 
George, but false, and made up to contain lead. 
It ought to have been easy at the time, and 
might be possible now, to trace the origin ot 
such coins, 

The following extracts will be of interest :— 

THE MOUFETTISH’S END. 

This account of the end of the Moufettish is 
alleged by Mr. Blont to have been given him 
by Sir Rivers Wilson :— 

The details given me by Wilson were as 
follows : Ismail had been in the habit, in his 
dealing with the various European Commis- 
sionners, whom he had from time to time 
invited to enquire into his financial affairs, of 
concealing as far as was possible from them the 
extreme truth of his senseless extravagan: 
and with his minister Ismail Sadyk’s help had 
once more Now, 48 On previous Occasions, pre- 
sented to the new official commission a false 
statement of his debts. 

The pressure, however, on him was severe, 
as the commission had received a hint, if I 
remember rightly, from Riaz Pasha, that they 
were being befooled on this point and he 
fearing that the whole truth would come out, 
and when the matter should be fully gone into 
by the commission his minister might tell the 
facts, determined to be beforehand with him 
and make of him his scapegoat and victim. 
He took the execution of the deed to his own 
hands, It was his custom with his Minister, 
with whom he was on the closest possible terms 
of personal friendship, to call some times for 
the old man in the afternoon at the Finance 
Office and take: him for a drive with him to 
Shubra or to one or other of his palaces ; so on 
this occasion he did and suspecting nothing, 
the minister mounted with him and _ they 
drove together to the Gesireh Palace and there 
got down and entered.No sooner however were 
they inside, than Ismail on some pretext lett 
him alone in one of the saloons and im- 
mediately sent to him his two younger sons 
Husseyn and Hassan and his aide-de-camp 
Mustapha Bey Fehmy, when the princes struck 
and insulted the unarmed Minister and hustl- 
ed him on board one of the vice regal 
steamers which was lying with steam up be- 
side the quay, and there, though not without a 
vigorous resistance, the old man was despatch- 
ed. According to Wilson, the actual doer of the 
deed was Mustafa Bey, acting under the Khe- 
dive's order, and he added that the truth had 
been disclosed through the young aide-de-camp 
falling ill ofa fever soon after, and telling it in 
his delirium. I have reason, however, to be- 
lieve that as tar as Mustafa’s personal act 
went this was a mistake, though the rest of 
the facts have been fully confirmed to me, and 
that the Mouffetish was handed over by Mus- 
tafa to Ishak Bey, in whose charge he perished, 
though whether at once or a little later is 
uncertain. Some say that Ismail Sadyk was 
thrown, as many another had been thrown, 
with a stone tied to his feet into the Nile, 
others, that he was conveyed alive as far as to 
between Wady Halfa and Dongola, and there 
strangled. All that is quite beyond dispute is 
that once on board the steamer he was never 
seen again alive, and that the steamer having 
gone up the river, it was some weeks later offi- 
cially announced that the Monfettish was away 
in Upper Egypt for a change of air and 
ultimately that he had there taken to drink 
and died. It is also certain that Mustafa, a 
mild young man and unused to scenes of 
violence, and being himself, as the Moufettish 
was, of Alyerine extraction, was so horrified at 
the réle he had been ordered to play in it that 
hehad along and dangerous illness. It was 
this experience that a year later caused him to 
tuke the part he did against his master Ismail 
and ultimately to join Arabi in the earlier 
phases of the revolution of 1881-2. He is the 
same Mustafa -Fehmy who has for so many 
years filled the office of Prime Minister in 
Egypt. 

NUBAR JUDGED. 

The influence of Nabar Pasha on Ismail is 
severely criticised. In reference to the Khe- 
dive’s policy of providing for his immense 
expenditure by raising. loans, Mr. Blunt 
remarks :-— Dy 

Here his worst councillor and evil genius 
had been Nubar Pasha, the Armenian financier, 
who by a strange inversion of ideas has come 
to be regarded by a certain class of Egyptian 
patriot. Nubar was, however, in fact, the one. 
man who, more than any other after Ismail 
himself, was responsible for Egypt’s financial 
ruin. 

Commissioned by his master to find him 
money at any cost to meet his extravagant 
wants he raised loan after loan for him in 

Europe on terms, which realised for him 
hardly more than 60 per cent, of the capital 
sums he inscribed himself for as a debtor, 
while- he, Nubar, pocketted as commission 
several millions sterling. Of the 96 millions, 
nominally raised in this way, it has been 
calculated that only some 54 reached Ismail’s 
hands.
